After the dinner has been served, 
and the health of His Majesty the 
King has been drunk, the guest of 
honor, Colonel Alexander Macphail, 
C.M.G., D.S.O., will make the only 
speech of the evening. Then foHcws 
a cabaret performance. 

Colonel. Macphail was born lit 
Prince Edward Island, and graduated 
from McGlll with the class of Science 
"93. He won tho 1851 Scholarship 
and spent three, years studying ma- 
thematics and philosophy in Cer- 
mariy, among his teachers being the 
great Helmholtz. He returned to 
practice his profession of a civil on- 
giheer In the New England States, and 
later went to Queens University,) 
where he now holds the position oft 
Professor of Civil Engineering. 

On the outbreak of the late war he! 
collected a number of his former stu- 
dents, who had served in the Militia' 
Field. Company which he commanded,! 
and reached Valcartier on the 17th j 
August, 1914, among the first troops j 
that arrived. Ho landed in Franco: 
as captain and second in command of 
the 1st Field Coy./ C.E., with the First 
Canadian Division, with whlçh Divi- 
sion he served until the end of the 
war, and the termination of the Cana- 
dian watch on the Rhine. 

Of all the officers that started with 
that famous Division, only six served 
in it continuously, and one of the six 
ho was. 



As\'i reward for his work, succes- 
sive promotion to the ranks of Major, 
Lieutenant-Colonel and Colonel fol- 
lowed his arrival in France, together 
with the awards of the D.S.O., the 
C.M.G., the Belgian Croix de Guerre, 
a Russian decoration and several 
mentions in despatches. " 

In addition to these achievements, 
he has written sonnets which were 
very favorably received by critics in 
England and Canada, has a profound I 
knowledge of music, and is by way of 
being something of a humorist. 

Such a diversity of attainments is 
rare in the present day, and it is to 
be hoped that an many students as 
possible will avail themselves of the 
opportunity of hearing him, with such 
other attractions as are offered.

X-RAY ANALYSIS 
OF MATERIALS 

Dr. J. A. Gray Gave a Lecture 
Before Chemical Society. 



Yesterday afternoon Dr. J. A. Gray, 
of the Physics Department, lectured 
before the Chemical Society on "The 
Examination of Materials by X- 
Raya." 

In 1912 it occurred to Laue, of 
Zurich, that the atoms of a crystal, 
being arranged In a space-lattice, 
/•might servo as a diffraction-grating 
for X-rays. The experiment was suc- 
..ssfully attempted by Freldrich and 
Knlpping. The problem was greatly 
simplified by Bragg, who showed that 
the X-rays.could bo reflected from the 
faees of a crystal, when the crystal 
face mado certain definite . angles 
with the Incident pencil. . 

Now it has been shown by Mosely 
that there are two series of lines In 
the X-rays given off by the elements 
when the frequencies of these radia- 
tions are plotted against the atomic 
number of the element they are con- 
nected by a linear relation. This, of 
course, depends on the use of a crys- 
tal to measure the wave lengths. 

When X-rays are reflected from a 
sodium chloride crystal, which Is p. 
Bimple cubic lattice, rays will be 
scattered by both the Na. and CI. 
atoms, but as the CI. is considerably 
heavier, there will be overlapping of 
the scattered rays. The lecturer 
showed this by explanatory diagrams. 
In zinc sulphide various other things 
take place, which the lecturer ox- 
plained by more diagrams. 

Tho structure of diamond is very 
simple. The atoms are arranged .n 
tetrohedra, the whole forming an 
octahedral crystal. 

The lecturer next described the 
way one arrives at the distances be- 
tween the various planes in the cryg- 
tâl. i.sing the Barlow-Pope theory 
of Valency-Volumes, Bragg has shown 
how an estimate may be made of the 
jize of the atoms of the various .ele-

A letter from the Students Czecho- 
slovak National Federation has bee.i 
received through the medium of the 
Czechoslovak Legttion in Washington 
inviting the students of McGill Uni- 
versity to attend the general assembly 
of the Students' International Federa- 
tion which will take place in Prague, 
Czechoslovakia, Easter 1921. The 
Legation in its desire to promote moro 
friendly relations and to give our men 
the opportunity of studying conditions 
in Czechoslovakia has agreed to 
charge only half the usual passport 
tax to those who will travel there. 
The circular attached to the letter Is 
as follows: 

The Students' International Con- 
federation has been established at 
Strasbourg, In November 1919, on the 
occasion of the feasts in connection 
with the eighth meeting of students, 
national ani interallied, and the open- 
ing of the French University in this 
town. There were present delegates 
of the allied and neutral countries, 
who were also the founders of the 
Confederation. The first countries 
constituting the Confederation were: 
in the first place France, Belgium and 
Chechoslovakia- It was required 
that any eountiy should be able to 
become a member, which owns «. 
national union, viz., where the ma- 
jority of all students are organized 
into a central Federation or into a 
Union. The Students' International 
Confederation wants to create an In- 
ternational Centre in which the stu- 
dents of all countries should have 
connection, this helping considerably 
to make the acquaintance of each 
other. The Students' International 
Confederation will have their first 
1 general assembly on Easter, 1921, at 
Prague, Czechoslovak Republic.
